Consumers of w ater, w hether in 
city , town or village, who are care­ 
less in allowing a leakage in the 
w ater pipes to go without repair, 
usually are not aw are of w hat a 
trem endous loss th* y are sustain­ 
ing, if they are paying for use of 
w ater by the m eter method, or what 
a loss they are bringing upon their 
m unicipality by allowing the leak 
to continue. 
S tartling facts are brought out 
iii a circular issued by the w ater 
com m ittee of the Villa Park village 
hoard, consisting of 
W alter A. 
Gross, chairm an, Edward G. Bow- 
dish and Luther J. Holt. Their fig­ 
ures showing the loss sustained ev­ 
en through a leak so small it em its 
a stream of w ater only one th irty -1 
second of an inch in diam eter, have 
given m any w ater users who have 
seen them a shock. I heir figures of 
cost are based on a sendee charge 
of 35 cents per 1.000 gallons. Fol­ 
lowing are the costs of waste quoted 
by them :
